‘LONDON, ‘Ang: 3. — Prince’ FREDERICK 
CHARLES is,reported ill at Oderburg., There is 
@® rumor that disaffection exists in the Ba- 
varian Army, many of the men being 
averse to fighting for Prussia. . Little credit 
is given to the report. The Prussian troops: the 
field suffer from a deficiency of camp equipage. 
They have no sheiter-tents, and large bodies of 
men are compelled to sleep on the ground without 
protection from the inclemency of the weather. 
A constant exchange of shots is going on between. 
the. sharpshooters all along the lines, and am- 
munition is squandered. An immense intrenched 
camp.is being prepared between Frankfort and 
Mayence. The Berlin Correspondenz declares 
that.the Prussian Army is ready to take the 
offensive and carry the war into France.
